William D. Gep hart, Jr., was p rob­ 
ably fatally burned and his father 
and m other received severe burns in 
a gasoline exp losion at their home, 
339 W est Fellows street, at 
7 :15 
o’clock this morning. The accident is 
one of the most horrible of its kind 
th a t has occurred in Dixon for some 
time, and is esp ecially so in th a t the 
details indicate th a t following 
the 
exp losion the y oung man had little 
or no chance 
to escap e 
the awful 
burns he received. 
W as Lighting Fire. 
T he son had gotten up before his 
p arents to light the kitchen fire. He 
was clad only in 
his night clothes, 
which fact p robably accounts to some 
.ex tent for the horrible burns he suf­ 
fered. After p utting the kindling in 
th e stove, as nearly as can he ascer­ 
tained, he lighted a match and s t a r t ­ 
ed to ignite the kindling from 
the 
front of the stove, when suddenly a 
5-gallon can of gasoline which stood 
ne a r the front of the stove, exp loded. 
Oil Thro wn On Him. 
The burning oil was thrown 
all 
over the victim and in an instant his 
clothing was burned from him. His 
aged moth er and father rushed to his 
assistance immediately after hearing 
th e exp losion, 
and they , too, 
r e ­ 
ceived severe burns, the mother be­ 
ing very p ainfully burned about the 
head, arm s and breast and the fa th ­ 
e r ’s arm s and hands being severely 
blistered. 
Neigblwrs Co me to Ai« l. 
Neighbors, who had been aroused 
by the noise of the exp losion, 
q u i c k ­ 
ly reached the suffering p eop le and 
did all in their p ower to alleviate the 
great p ain all were suffering. 
The 
y oung man was assisted to the p orch 
and Dr. Powell was summoned. He 
found the y oung m an's burns to he 
excep tionally had. The flesh wras burn 
ed to the hone in a num be r of p laces, 
the hair of the head and ey es 
was 
burned entirely off, and it is believ­ 
ed t h a t he inhaled some of the fire 
and gas. There is not a p lace on his 
body th a t was not touched by 
the 
flames. 
All Taken to Ho spital. 
As quickly as p ossible the three 
were taken to the Dixon 
hosp ital, 
where every p ossible attention was 
given them. Rep orts from their bed­ 
sides this morning were to th e ef­ 
fect th a t the m oth e r’s condition is 
not necessarily critical, but that the 
y oung m a n’s injuries will very p rob­ 
ably result fatally to him.

Although it was hop ed at first that 
Mrs. G ep h a rt’s condition was not so 
bad that her life could be saved, she 
steadily lost ground, and at 2:45 
the grim reap er took one more life 
as his toll from the unfortunate ac­ 
cident in the morning. 
Her heroic efforts to sm other the 
flames on the body of her son caus­ 
ed her own death.

Gep hart, whose burns were 
confined to his arm s and hands, was 
able to leave the hosp ital shortly 
before noon and walk to his home. 
Ile is p rostrated with grief as a re­ 
sult of the tragedy .
